mob loosened the trace chains 
that held Atkins to a pine tree 
and placed his seared body in 
the middle of the main high- 
way. He was conscious, cry- 
ing in pain. The mob demand- 
ed to know if there were others 
connected with the murder. 

Atkins, the witness said, 
named John Henry Tarver, an- 
other negro boy, whom he said 
was the only other person con- 
nected with it. He had pre- 
viously connected his brother 
with the case. 

Members of the mob then 
raised his body again, fastened 
it to a pine tree in an upright 
position,, rekindled the fire and 
then stood off giving those in 
the crowd opportunity to fire 
shots into the body. 

Undertakers who obtained 
the body following the lynch- 
ing stated that more than 200 
shots entered the hody. 

Immediately after the lynch- 
ing the mob set out to find 
Tarver. ‘ 


The roads in this section 
were thronged with automo- 


biles, more than 300 cars being 
at the scene of the lynching. 
Sheriff English, of Washing- 
ton county, took possession of 
Gainer Atkins and his wife, 
father and stepmother of the 
lynched negro boy, and earri- 
ed them to the county jail at 
Sandersville for safe keeping. 
The mob made no effort to 
harm these negroes, however, 
The negro said that he shot 
Mrs. Kitchens, a bride of a 
month, with a shotgun, deter- 
mined to get possession of her 
automobile and make a dream 
of the night before come true. 
He shot her as she stopped at a 
mail box at the roadside. 
Although the negro boy was 
large for his age, officers of 
Washington county believe 
that he had assistance, for the 
body of Mrs. Kitchens was 
dragged 50 yards from the 
scene of the killing. The mail 
sack was a hundred yards 
away, the contents having been 
removed, The cash was kept 
in a cigar box, which the negro 
hoy said he took home. It was 
later found there, officers said. 
After disposing of the body 
and the raail sack Atkins said 
he drove straight home. He 
said he told his father that his 
dream had come true and then 
after changing his clothing he 
invited members of his family 
to ride with him.

SEVERE WHIPPING; WARNED T0 LEAVE 


CAI 2D FYROM HOME AND CARRIED SEVERAL MILES 
INTC COUNTRY; BADLY BEATEN AND WARNED TO 


LEAVE THE CITY. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 20. 
—Dr. J. D. Dowling, health of- 
ficer of Jefferson county and 
the city representative of the 
United States Public Health 
Service, was lured from his 
home at Roebuck Springs Wed 
nesday night taken out on the 
Mount Pinson road, placed 
against a tree and whipped un- 
mereifully by unknown persons 
it became known tonight. 

Barefooted, bleeding and ex- 
hausted, Dr. Dowling made 
his way back to Tarrant City 
about 1 o’clock Thursday 
morning to Dr. L. W. Hubbard, 
an acquaintance, who brought 
him back to the city. 

Ac the time of the whipping 
Dr. Dowling was tole that 
people were tired of his Naiser 
like‘acts, and with a pistol 
held against his side he was 
warned to lenave Birminyzham 


and not to be here thirty days} mission 


hence. He was further iold 
that if the matter were given 
any newspaper publicity he 
vould be killed. 

Dr. Dowling’s experience as 
related by himself, seems al- 
most inconceivable in a civili- 
zed community. 

About 9 o’clock Wednesday 
night, some one knocked on:the 
steps of his front porch, but did 
not come up to the door. Dr. 
Dowling went to the door and 
the man called and asked if he 
would come out and give first 
aid to a man who had been in- 
jured. He was told that an 
ambulance had been sent for, 
but the man needed immediate 
assistance. 

Although only partially 
dressed and with shoes untied, 
Dr. Dowling followed the man 
out to a seven passenger auto- 
mobile standing in front of the 
house. He was told to get in; 
that the injured man was on 
the back seat. 

His first intimation that any- 
thing was wrong was when a 
pistol barrel was placed 
against his head. Almost im- 
meditely he was struck a ter- 
rific blow on the forehead 
with the butt of a revolver, 
which. tore the skin open and 
exposed the skull. 

He was then quickly blind- 
folded, but not before he had 
seen that there were either 
four or five men in the ear. It 
was so dark that he had been 
unable see any of their faces. 

The car at once put on 
speed and passed out through 
Norwood and about five miles 
out the Pinson road it was 
joined by another large auto- 
mobile. 

The cars proceeded out the 
Pinson road for about ten miles 
and then turned off down a 
side road. Here Dr. Dowling 
was taken out and placed with 
his face against a tree. He was 
not tied, but with a pistol 
against his side was told to 
hug the tree. 

Others then began the whip- 
ping which continued for 
some time, punctuated at in- 
tervals by warnings to leave 
town and that any publicity 
would mean his death. When 
he was almost completely ex- 
hausted the whipping ceased, 
the men jumped in their auto- 
mobiles and drove away, leav- 
ing him. 

Some time during the trip, 
Dr. Dowling had lost one of 
his shoes, neither of which had 
been fastened, when he went 
to the door of his home so 
hurriedly. 

Bleeding about the legs, and 
from the wound on his fore- 
head, he staggered back to the 
highway and reached the home 
of Dr. Hubbard, in Tarrant 
City about 1 o’clock Thursday 
morning. This friend carried 
him back to his home in Roe- 
buck. 

As late as Friday afternoon 
Dr. Dowling’s injuries were 
further examined by members 
of the board of health. At that 
time his legs were a mass of 
angry red black and blue, One 
leg was badly lacerated where 
the skin had been torn by 
blows. The bruises extended 
from his ankles almost to his 
waist, though the wounds and 
abraisons were worse just 
above the knees. 

The wounds are not only on 
the rear of his legs, but extend 
clear around in front. 

Dr. Dowling’s first act was 
to report the occurrence to the

GIANT STILL SEIZED TUES- 
DAY MORNING 
Samson Ledger says: 

Fully equipped for prolong- 
ed operation, with’ a good 
road running to it, in a section 
well protected by trespass 
notices, the largest distillery 
ever located in Southeast Ala- 
bama was located , raided and 
destroyed Tuesday by a repre- 
sentative of the federal govern- 
ment, county and local officers. 
Warrants were issued for H. E. 
Patrick of Samson and Hoshea 
Dannelly. the former being 
served with papers Tuesday 
and making bond. 

J. W. Barnes, government 
agent; J. KE. Martin, Samson 
chief of police; O. M. Hayr- 
gette, constable; Sheriff J. A. 
Driver and Chief Deputy Srer- 
iff G. W. Griffin composed 
the posse which made the raid, 
and Mi, Barnes said later chat 


in his 21 year’s service he had 


neyer seen anyihing like the 
style ov capaciiy of the still 
captured in the southern part 
of Alabama. The capacity of 
the outfit was estimated at 
500 gallons. Beer to the 
amount of 2,500 gallons was 
ready to distill; an eight-horse 
power steam boiler was fired 
up and ready to do business; 
comfortable tents containing 
bedding, cots, ete., protected 
by mosquito nets; eggs, honey, 
bacon and other provisions in 
plenty were on hand, und every 
evidence peinted to the intent- 
ion of the operatives to make a 
permanent camp at the still. 

The plant was located near 
the edge of a swamp about six 
miles southeast of Samson on 
the A. W. Dannelly estate. A 
hand pump had been install- 
ed to supply water to the dis- 
tilling and cooliny system. 
Steam pipes were arranged to 
the mash tubes, each holding 
500 gallons, so as to produce 
quick fermentation without 
the aid of potash. The still 
was of wood, and the distilla- 
tion was effected by steam 
heat. A condenser of ingenious 
design would have cooled the 
mountain dew as it dripped 
from the still. 

A roadway, with culverts, 
ete. led from the graded road 
to the still, a mile and a half 
away, say the officers; but the 
road was hastily plowed up, 
they say, when the moonshin- 
ers got wind of the raid. No 
‘one was found at the camp, al- 
though articles of apparel 
scattered about gave evidence 
of a hasty exit. 

It is alleged by the officers 
that they met Mr. Patrick on 
the way out as they were go- 
ing in, and that his statement 
he had been fishing was not 
satisfactory to them, as the 
only car tracks led to the vic- 
inity of the still.
